1 Our'Laura was one of 250,000 
babies-born each, year in our 
country'with significant'birth 
defects; -that 'tragic 'to'tal""is 
growing with our , increasing 
population. Our baby was one 
of 34,000 who in addition die 
annually, from'theese' congeni- 
tal .malformations; and , that 
awful figure is also'mounting. 


At last, something construc- 
tive'is being done about birth* 
defects.
